And, in fact, that's what the people who thrashed out the new group proposal 
suggested. Well, r.r.a.d.tcpip and r.r.a.d.misc, at least. However, due 

to an (apparent) lack of interest, r.r.a.d.tcpip did not pass. My intent 
was (after the 6 month waiting period for retrying votes times out) to 

start up discussion about (at least) r.r.a.d.tcpip, r.r.a.d.packet, and 


r.r.a.d.hf-modes (or something approximately like that). 


However, all that has to wait (per the Guidelines) until 6 months after 
the previous RFD for related groups. Which will be sometime in December, 
if I remember the history right. I was planning on around Jan 94 to 
start discussion.
